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Attempting to Stop Range Firing Nolse 


A Grayling man, Thomas Crawiord, has been charged 
with felonious assault after allegedly firing shots into the air 
near two Ohio guardsmen warning them to halt noisy range 
firing.

Downstate Minnow Dealers Continue 
Taking Margrethe, K.P. Lake Fish

Downstate commercial 
minnow dealers have return- 
ed to Lake Margrethe and 
K.P. Lake following the lift- 
ing of a ban and are netting 
millions of minnows to sell to 
downstate fishermen. 


Early this year, the com- 
mercial fishermen had been 
banned from the two Craw- 
ford County lakes, Higgins 
Lake, and five other nor- 
thern lakes by the DNR. Not 
only was it feared that the 
over-harvesting of minnows 
hurt the entire fish popula- 
tion at the lakes, but com- 
plaints were filed against the 
commercial harvesters for 
trespassing, damage _ to 
docks and other lakefront 
property, and verbal abuse 


The start-up date for 
Weyerhaeuser - the day the 
$60 million new plant begins 
turning out products for sale 
- could come this September. 

Currently, Edwin Wyle, 
Weyerhaeuser Human 
Resources Manager, said 
the plant is still in the phase 
of training personnel and 
“commissioning.” ‘‘Com- 
missioning”’ is turning over 
new machines, — starting 
systems to run, tying 
together operations, and 
other machine — start-up 
work. 

Wyle said the wood-hand- 
ling section of the plant has 
all its systems ready to go. 
The press section of the plant 
is not through commission- 
ing yet and the finishing area 
of the plant still has sections 
under construction. 

Within the next 15-30 days, 
Wyle said they wouid like to 
go through the entire plant 
and start running all the 
equipment. Then in Septem- 
ber, the plant could start 
turning out products for sale. 

All of the employees need- 
ed to operate the plant have 
already been hired. Produc- 
tion personnel were hired by 


May 24 and have heen’ 
receiving technical and non- 
technical training — since 
then.

to lake property owners. 

In July, however, the DNR 
Commission lifted the ban 
after a group of Saginaw Bay 
minnow dealers presented 
their side. According to an 
article in the August issue of 
the North Woods Call, the 
Saginaw Bay minnow 
dealers obtain 80-95 percent 
of their minnows from Lake 
Huron. They said they only 
go to the eight inland lakes 
when weather forces them 
off the big lake. Most of the 
minnows they net from Lake 
Margrethe and K.P. Lake 
are sold to Saginaw Bay per- 
ch fishermen. 


Both DNR regional 
fisheries chief Jerry Manz 
and district fish chief Gary 
Schnicke are opposed to the 


commercial harvesting on 
the small lakes. They feel 
the small lakes are 
delicately balanced and 
large-scale harvesting of 
minnows can deplete the 
lakes of critically needed 
forage. 

Rex Moulton, President of 
the Lake Margrethe Proper- 
ty Owners’ Assoc., Said the 
minnow dealers were back 
at Lake Margrethe last week 
after the ban was lifted. 

“They take an awful lot of 
fish,’ he said. “They can 
catch millions of minnows 
every time they come.” 

The LMPOA has sought a 
ban on the minnow-harvest- 
ing since 1976. Moulton said 
his group will be attending 
the next DNR Commission 
meeting at Higgins Lake to

Ohio’s 107th 
Training Here

Members of The Ohio 
National Guard’s 107th ar- 
mored cavalry regiment 
have traveled to Camp 
Grayling for annual training 
year after year, but some of 
the soldiers saw something 
new when they came to 
camp July 31. 

The National Guard, in 
conjunction with the Army, 
has built an eight-mile ar- 
mored personnel carrier 
course for cavalry scout 
troops to train on. 

The scout crews, manned 
in teams of four on t1-ton, 
750-horsepower —_ personnel 
carriers, took the all-day 


course last week. 
Capt. Michael Stoiber, 
commanding officer of 


Troop E, second squadron 
based in Canton, said the 
Guard and Army have 
worked on the new course for 
the last 13 months. 

During the grueling course 
the seouts encounter 


realistic combat situations 
including: mine fields with 
explosive simulators, tear 
gas, ambushes by the enemy 


4Guardmempbers dressed in 
makeshift Soviet uniforms, 
and demolition exercises. 

At different locations on 
the course the troops fire 
blanks from M-16 rifles and 
machine guns, but they also 
fire live ammunition during 
one part of the exercise. 

After four or five hours on 
the course, the soldiers then 
go through a night phase 
scout exercise. 

“This course is a good 
course. It’s graded to let the 
COs (commanding officers) 
and scouts know where 
they’re at (in training),’’ 
Stoiber said. 

The full-time soldiers from 
the Army who are working 
with the 107th at Grayling 
also seem to think the course 
is good training, but they 
have more to say about the 
civilian-soldiers. 

“T like working with these 
guys,” Sgt. Daniel Kilmer, 
from the Army’s 194th 
brigade at Fort Knox, said. 

“They’re out here 100 per- 
cent and they’re really in- 
terested.”

Joins Army 
National Guard 


for POW-MIA- 


For all his 48 years, Ser- 
geant First Class Ronald V. 
Regan, a member of the 
107th = Armored = Cavalry 
Regiment, Ohio National 
Guard, says his name has 
been more of a hinderance 
than most people would 
believe. 

However, he said, he is 
hoping it will be enough of an 
attention getter to provide 
help in his efforts to build an 
organization to aid the 
National League of Families 
of American Prisoners and 
Missing in Southeast Asia. 
His aim is to form a coalition 
of separate POW/MIA 
groups and provide guidance 
for a unified effort to 
generate public awareness 
on this issue. 

Regan emphasized that he 
wants to bring back those 
2,900 American fightingmen, 
who may be either dead or 
alive in some filthy and 
stinking POW camp some- 
where in Indochina. 

Regan, when not wearing 
his Ohio National Guard 
uniform, is a_ technical 
writer for the American 
Electric Power Service Cor- 
poration of northeast Ohio. 
He also said that he himself 
has no missing friends or 
relatives who are prisoners 
of War or Missing in Action. 

But, his nephew lost a leg 
in Vietnam, and his interest 
in recent reports that 
American prisoners do in- 
deed exist as_ prisoners 
prompted him to write 
President Reagan, to of- 
ficials of the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice, and to U.S. Senators 
and Congressman. 

Regan suggested a com- 
memorative stamp be issued. 
as a tribute to POW’s and 
MIA’s. The stamp is to be 
considered by a committee 
in the U.S. Postal Service 
sometime in 1983, he said. 

“T want to organize local 
groups of veterans and 
people interested in doing 
something. I can not wait for 
the Georges of this world to 
do things. If I did, then noth- 


ing would ever be accom- 
plished. I want people to 
become more aware of the 
American tragedy where 
2,500 human beings are end- 
lessly waiting for someone to 
release them from a living 
hell!’’, Regan said. 

He continually wears a 
battered and scratched up 
aluminum bracelet on his: 
right wrist that is inscribed 
with the name of a Captain 
Stephan Hanson, USMC,: 
June 3, 1967. Captain Hanson 
has been missing for 16 
years. 

“JT don’t think our men 
should be used as political: 
poker chips anymore,” said 
Regan. “If the Vietnamese, 
or the Cambodians, or the 
Loatians have the bodies of 
thousands of our service- 
men, then I think it becomes 
our personal duty we 
become interested in getting. 
those remains back home.’”’ 

In conclusion, Regan said, 
“When the day comes that’ 
we can not expend one ounce 
of effort, or one second of our: 
precious time to secure the 
return of our boys, then 
America has lost!” 

Anyone who is interested 
in getting more information 
about how a person can help. 
the POW/MIA League, 
should write to Mr, Regan in 
his hometown of Canal 
Fulton, Ohio. He will gladly’ 
see to it that you receive in-: 
formation and suggestions 
on how to help the POW’s 
and MIA's. There are over 78 
Michigan servicemen who 
are still missing or are in 
captivity since the Vietnam: 
War begun.

With the worsening economy, fur- 
ther departmental spending cuts 
will probably be ordered.

® Milliken said revisions appear to 
be needed in his 1982-83 budget 
recommendations, but specifics 
would not be available until at least 
mid-August when July revenue 
figures are available.

and legislators. 

He said he was unsure when he 
would make his own recommenda- 
tions but said it is imperative the 
problem be resolved prior to the end 
of the calendar year. 

Estimates indicate Michigan will 
be in debt to the federal government 
some $2.2 billion by the end of the 
calendar year due to the state's con- 
tinued and high unemployment 
rates, 

Milliken said the starting point 
for unemployment reform will be the 
release of a report on the subject, 
followed by discussions with labor, 
management and legislative leaders 
to determine if there is a basis for 
common action. 

The problem, he noted, includes 
both trying to get business and 
labor together, as well as trying to 
get all segments of business to agree 
on an approach which he said should 
“stop the bleeding’ and reduce the 
accumulated debt. 

“It is one of those issues which

will be painful to all and s 


to none,”’ he said. 

Many proposals provide for in- 
creased business payments, tighter 
eligibility for benefits and even 
payments from employees. 

He said some progress has been 
made at the federal level for forgive- 
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ness of a portion of the debt. 


Additional revenues will be 
necessary for a revised transporta- 
tion plan which will cover all modes. 
Those programs may include shift- 
ing the tax on gasoline from a per 
gallon tax to a percentage rate that 
will increase state revenues as the 
price of fuel goes up and increasing 
licensing and transportation fees. 

The agenda set forth by Milliken 
would be difficult for a full four year 
term, But Milliken has five months 
before a new governor’ and 
legislature takes over. It’s a com- 
mendable task for someone who 
could just cruise during the remain-

Now that we are a month 
into summer as far as the 
calendar is concerned, the 
flowers of mid to late sum- 
mer are appearing. One of 
those is the more apparent 
ljreweed which has a spike- 
like cluster of deep pink 
flowers at the top of a stem 
which may be as much as 
eight feet tall. The lower 
flowers mature first, so 
sometimes a plant may bear 
both flowers and seeds at the 
same time. 

This showy, post-fire in- 
vader blooms during July 
and August and is quite a 
sight when in large numbers 
in a burned-over area. The 
plant when in flower will 
give a hillside the appearan- 
ce of being in flamme and 
when in seed the same hill- 
side will look like it is cover- 
ed by smoke. 

This native of Eurasia is 
common from Greenland to 
California and from Alaska 
to North Carolina. The plant 
is well known as the many 
common names indicate: 
Purple Rocket, Persian 
Willow, Rosebay, Firetop, 
Indian Wickup and Blooming 
Sally, just to mention a few.

In a recent article 
titled, Examining the Link 
Between Work and Good 
Health, from the Area Agen- 
cies on Aging Association of 
Michigan newsletter, it was 
stated, ‘Early or forced 
retirement can have dire 
consequences for a person’s 
emotional and physical well- 
being, according to medical 
doctors and some aging ad- 
vocates, As far back as 1972, 
the American Medical 
Assoc's. Committee on 
Aging and Retirement op- 
posed mandatory retirement 
because the ‘‘sudden cessa- 
tion of productive work and 
earning power of an tndivi- 
dual caused by compulsory 
retirement’’ often leads to 
“ohysical and emotional 
deterioration and premature 
death.”’ 


More recently, studies 
have discovered an 
unusually high mortality 


rate for persons - particular- 
ly older men - who retire 
early or were forced to retire 
before their capabilities 
diminished. In other instan- 
ces, individuals have com- 
mitted suicide after being 
forced to retire, or in the 
case of a Lambertville, Mi. 
man, after being demoted 


and then replaced by a 

younger worker he had 

trained. | 
On vuly 10, U.S. Sen. 


Charles Perey (R-Il]} told 
fellow lawmakers that an 
important link exists bet- 
ween good health and ac- 
tivity. “The most important 
and fundamental ernotional 
need o: older persons is to 
continue as active and con-
